That question came to 
me when we spoke privately about his 
impending decision. I suppose such a 
question came to your mind too when 
you read our letters. Reflecting on our 
rabbi’s desire to

ture his family and 
intellectual needs

Chanukah—What Makes a Religion Judaism? 


There are many written sources for the 
story of Chanukah, but they contradict 
each other, leaving us sure of very little. 
We have no way to know who actually 
fought for or against the Maccabees, 
how many there were on either side, or 
what their goals were. However their 
goals are less important than their, per- 
haps unintended, achievements. 

Most modern historians agree that 
the Maccabees fought a civil war, against 
pro-Syrian Israelites. The populations 
of entire towns perished, for reasons 
that remain unclear. Some say that the 
Maccabees and their followers were 
small-town fundamentalists, who 
slaughtered educated city Jews. Accord- 
ing to others, the only Jews who sup- 
ported the Syrians were corrupt 
politicians, more interested in lining 
their pockets than in leading their peo- 
ple. There are no records to back up 
either position, only traditions and 
guesses. 

Noris there any agreement as to what 
the Maccabees were fighting for. Free- 
dom of religion? It wasn’t in their vo- 
cabulary. Their leaders were priests 
outraged at the desecration of the Tem- 
ple; the kings descended from them 
forcibly converted whole nations to Ju- 
daism. Resistance to assimilation? As- 
similation is the problem of a minority 
in a foreign land; the Maccabees were 
fighting for power in their own country. 
National independence? When the Syr- 
ians agreed not to interfere with the 
Jewish religion, most of the Maccabees’ 
followers were satisifed and laid down 
their arms rather than fight for political 
freedom. 

Sources ancient and modern agree 
about only one matter: one central issue 
was the limits of acceptable religious 
practice. In those times, the high priest 
was both religious leader and political 
governor. The war started when the 
high priest, whose politics were pro- 
Syrian, installed idols in the Temple 
and sacrificed pigs to them. He was the 
last Israelite leader to think that the 
nation’s ritual practices and spiritual 
beliefs were infinitely flexible. 

According to a Talmudic dictum, the 
customs that survive are those that Jews 
are willing to die for. Jews died en masse 
in the long civil war. An independent

state resulted, one in which a working 
consensus emerged as to which cus- 
toms defined Jewish practice. The pro- 
cess of reaching consensus is lost to us, 
but the results are amply documented. 

The state was not a rigid theocracy, 
but one that included many sects, major 
and minor. All agreed about a few es- 
sentials: monotheism, Shabbat and fes- 
tival observance, circumcisionand some 
form of dietary restriction. 

Within those limits, disagreement was 
rife and often bitter. But members of 
both major sects, the Pharisees and the 
Sadducees, served the same govern- 
ment, as part of the same governing 
body. They had a basis for accepting 
each other’s legitimacy. 

According to Jacob Neusner, there 
have been many Judaisms, each created 
by a different community facing differ- 
ent challenges. We, like the generation 
of the Maccabees, face urgent questions 
about boundaries and connection. What 
makes our religion Jewish? What be- 
liefs or practices make a religion some- 
thing else? What, if anything, unites the 
Orthodox and Reform, mystical and po- 
litically activist, traditional and New 
Age Judaisms of our time? Our era may 
struggle its way to a far different con- 
sensus than did our ancestors. With 
luck, we will shed less blood in the 
creation of standards. But we face the 
same task: creating the definition of Ju- 
daism in this time, in this season.

November Va’ad 
Meeting Minutes 


Rabbi’s remarks and report: The rabbi 
spoke of his sadness about leaving CSZ, 
and the recent deaths of Yitzhak Rabin 
and Sidney Rosenthal our member, who 
donated the new memorial board. Sid- 
ney unfortunately was unable to attend 
the dedication before his death. 

Environmental Action Committee 
proposal: Brian Besser and Barak Gale’s 
proposal to create a new committee to 
support environmental activism in the 
Bay Area, the U.S., and in Israel was 
approved. 

Building Task Force findings: The 
task force got blueprints and a cost esti- 
mate drawn up pro-bono for remodeling 
the current CSZ building, including ex- 
cavation of the basement to move the 
oneg/community room and create two 
small classrooms; handicapped access 
to the sanctuary and basement areas; 
seismic improvements, and expansion 
of the sanctuary backward to include 
the current oneg space (which would 
give us an estimated 75 additional seats). 
This work, estimated at more than 
$500,000, would take six months during 
which we'd need to rent elsewhere. The 
Va’ad voted against pursuing the re- 
modeling option any further, and 
requested that the task group complete 
a primary needs assessment for a new 
space by May. 

Employment policy review and ac- 
tion: The Va‘ad continued to discuss the 
policy of whether members could be 
considered when advertising for and 
hiring paid employees and contract 
workers. 

Chanukah update: The party will be 
held Sunday, Dec. 17, 3:30 pm, at Sher- 
ith Israel, and will includea raffle, clown, 
gourmet latke-making demo and danc- 
ing. 

Administrator’s report: The office has 
experienced major computer crises 
lately, and needs new software/profes- 
sional support ASAP. 

WCGLJ Conference planning: Sug- 
gestions are needed about what topics, 
issues, etc. should be covered at the Re- 
gional World Congress Conference to 
be held here and sponsored by CSZ next 
year. 

Rabbi Search Committee: The com- 
mittee was appointed and approved by 
the Va’ad. (See article in this issue.)

May the mem- 
ory of this splendid man, this maker 
of peace, be for a blessing.

and their supporters in the United States. 
It is increasingly clear that the assassin 
justified his actions because he had been 
taught that his intentions were endorsed 
by Jewish law. This variety of Jewish 
fundamentalism can be as dangerous as 
Christian or Islamic fundamentalism. It 
requires our strong and organized oppo- 
sition. 

Congressional leaders need to know 
of our unwavering support for the peace 
process in Israel. Israel needs to know of 
our support for the peace process in 
particular and of our wider commitment 
to a Jewish homeland which tolerates 
diversity and respects the civil rights of 
all its citizens. It is also important to 
voice our opposition to the religious 
right’s undue influence on the personal 
and public life of the citizenry of the 
nation. 

There are many worthy organizations 
which are working with concerned Is- 
raelis to achieve these goals; a primary 
vehicle is ARZA, the Association of Re- 
form Zionists of America. ARZA is the 
voice of Reform Judaism—our voice— 
in Israel and in Washington. Your new or 
renewed membership in ARZA is an 
important route to honor the memory 
and continue the unfinished work of 
Yitzhak Rabin. Please call the CSZ office 
for more information.

ity to crystallize complex issues and con- 
vey them spontaneously, reminding us 
always who we are and where we need 
to go, what changes need to be made 
and how we should grow. 

Even though Rabbi Kahn plans to 
leave on June 30, 1996, the challenge 
that presents us is here now. We want to 
celebrate our changes and growth while 
Yoel Kahn is our rabbi. We plan special 
shabbat services, discussion groups, 
classes, visitors, and of course some food. 
But there are other specific actions and 
decisions that need to be made to en- 
sure healthy change and direct our 
continuing growth. 

In thinking about these things, | am 
reminded of an address delivered by 
Barbara Jordan to a Democratic Party 
convention a few years back. She elo- 
quently spoke of the need for change 
and growth, but challenged those 
present to ask themselves: A change from 
what to what? What are we now and 
what do we want to become? Heady but 
necessary questions. We are a new audi- 
ence for her questions. Our Long Range 
Planning Committee has asked itself and 
us these questions in general terms and 
has presented us with some hypotheti- 
cal concrete options. Now it is time, 
however, to ask very specific questions 
regarding our rabbinic needs. 

Itis the president's responsibility, with 
Va’ad approval, to form a Rabbi Search 
Committee, to set out its charge and 
time frame for decision making. I have 
asked Robin Leonard and Allan Gold to 
chair this all-important committee for 
us. The ten additional members, reflect- 
ing the diversity of our congregational 
membership, are listed elsewhere in this 
issue.

The two-part charge we give it is this. 
First, evaluate our rabbinic needs now 
and five to ten years from now, com- 
pose a job description for a position to 
satisfy those needs, and then obtain 
Va’ad approval for these things. Sec- 
ond, advertise, interview, deliberate, and 
recommend a candidate for rabbi, seek- 
ing Va’ad approval so that the Va’ad can 
go to the congregation for final approval, 
according to the procedures outlined in 
our bylaws. 

As if this task were not complicated 
enough, I also plan to ask the Rabbi 
Search Committee during its evaluation 
of our needs to entertain the option that 
we may need (or, must have) additional 
rabbinic/ educational staff beyond a full- 
time rabbi. Our needs may warrant and 
demand this increase in staff, and the 
impact this growth has on our financial 
position should be obvious to each mem- 
ber and friend of our congregation. 

All this will take a little time. I will 
charge the Rabbi Search Committee to 
complete its task and have a rabbi for us 
by Tu B’shvat 5757 (early spring 1997), 
just as the almond trees begin to blos- 
som here and along the road to 
Jerusalem.

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Irwin Phases Out Blood 
Credits 


Several members have recently inquired 
about the amount of blood in the Sha’ar 
Zahav account at Irwin Memorial Blood 
Bank. They have learned that since the 
spring of 1994, Irwin, like blood banks 
across the country, has been phasing out 
credits (also knownas the blood replace- 
ment program) to help control the costs 
of health care and keep prices down for 
both hospitals and patients. 

The need for a safe, readily available 
blood supply remains high, however, 
particularly in our community. People 
are living longer and being treated for 
heart disease, cancer, AIDS and other 
diseases which require the support of 
blood transfusions, and trauma centers 
must continue to be fully stocked at all 
times. 

Irwinneeds 400 units of blood per day, 
and all persons who are able to do so are 
encouraged to donate ona regular basis. 
Your primary reward will be knowing 
that you are helping someone in need or 
giving thanks for the availability of blood 
when someone you know needed it.
